No one knows how many 
others may be brought in for ins pee 
.ion. 
More than 200 new statutes, 1,000 
¡»age« of printed legal provisions, were 
given to the state by the assembly 
Last winter. 
Like other states, Ohio 
has so many laws on so many sub­ 
jects no one may know all pertaining 
to any one aubje t, without an ex 
haustive survey. 
Eight big volumes are required to 
print the text of the laws and show, 
in brief form, the judicial construc­ 
tion of their provisions. 
Each time 
the assembly meets there come troop­ 
ing to th© capital those with ideas, 
dreams, grievances, and ask or de­ 
mand the enactment of 
statutes 
to 
cover f Heir cases. 
Many law« have little public value. 
I^ats winter two laws were passed 
that were sought to « over 
a 
legal 
weakness that existed in tw'o suits in 
court.. 
There was written into each 
a provision to make them apply to 
case8 ¡vending in court. It was a case 
of the public grinding the ax of a 
litigant. 
Possibly not In law, but cer­ 
tainly in fact, both 
w.-re 
rank 
in- 
tances of special legislation. 
On many questions laws have Iveen 
multiplied, contradictions created and 
an air of general uncertainty caused. 
Still new 
laws come in, more laws 
art; proposed, and the confusion in­ 
creases. 
.More than 300 sections i*er- 
utin to taxation and for many years 
hey were distributed from first to 
last 
through all the volumes con­ 
taining Ohio laws. 
With 
all 
the«e 
liberal applications of law, property 
was not reported for 
taxation 
and 
much of the tax levied was not col­ 
lected. 
Li vx s do not cure situations, nor do 
they change mankind. 
The results of 
a law are not predicted on its pro­ 
visions but on lit» application. Offic’als 
have differed oxer the 
resivonsibility 
fot « (die. ting delinquent taxes, but a 
sturdy and determined official in Co­ 
lumbus .unlearned in the law, collect­ 
ed $100,000 delinquent taxe«

Provisions are not in 
harmony. 
Often they are in

conflict Only the supreme court may 
know what the real situatios is.

The individual must remain 
bewildered over provisions while the 
legal Ivattle is fought out. 
He may 
not understand then. 
Scores of new laws are the product 
of 
reformers, 
so-called. 
Some 
are 
purely dreams, ethereal and impracti 
cal, impossible of complete enforce­ 
ment. 
Many shortly Ive-coane proved 
failure«. 
Many impetuous reformers 
want to improve the world by hang 
ing about its ne k a volume of new 
statutes, 
failing 
to 
recognize 
that 
statutes do not change humanity. 
The origin or movements for par­ 
ticular laws do not always show high 
ideals. A lawmaker in South Dakota 
barked his shin by running into a 
gate swinging <>i**n over the sidewalk. 
Next day it was a misdemeanor for 
the owner of property to have a gate 
swing over the walk. 
Because 
one 
m m , temporarily a lawmaker, lost a 
sm all'piece of epidemis by colliMon 
with a gate, there was hung about 
'he neck of every property owner in 
the state a ¡vosible jail sentence. And 
Ohio can match that particular occur 
re-nee several timee 
It has been argued every member 
of the assembly should vote no on 
every proposition that is not affirm­ 
atively argued. That might spoil some 
good laws but it would prove fatal 
to a lot of vagaries.
